Sir; 


I have the honor to state that my attention was directed this morning to the recent conduct 
of John Lord, an employee in the Coining Room. It appears that about a month ago, Stephen 
Smith Jr., a fellow employee, notice in Lord’s actions, indications to lead him, Smith, to suppose 
that he, Lord, was abstracting money. This suspicion worried Smith, but he kept his eyes open 
and now he is thoroughly satisfied that Lord has been regularly taking coined money of various 
denominations, ranging from Silver Dollars down to Cents. Unwilling to bear the burden of these 
suspicions any longer, Smith on Saturday night, took into his confidence John C. Bowen, another 
fellow employee, and told him how he had detected Lord, and the mode in which Lord abstracted 
the pieces. Bowen being put on his guard, with Smith, watched Lord’s operations yesterday — 
with the following result: - 


Smith saw Lord abstract one, or more silver dollar planchets, whilst they were being 
weighed at the scales in the Smith end of the Coining Room. Bowen saw Lord take one or more 
Silver dollars, out of a box of weighed coin, and put into his pocket. Bowen also saw Lord take 
some Dimes, out of a box of weighed coin. In both cases he saw the piece or pieces in his, 
Lord’s, hand.
